Of the H i people on th e boat, 
w hen it burned, about half a re still 
m issing, and no further hope for them 
is expected. 
The books and valuables 
of th e float, crew and p assen g ers are 
still in th e ruins. T he w reck is above 
w a te r and still smoldering. 
Owing to 
th e h e a te d condition of th e hull, til*' 
search tor those crem ated w ithin it 
b a se n e t been begun and very few of 
th e bodies of those who a re drow ned 
have been recovered, ow ing to the 
swift c u rre n t at the scene of th e dis­ 
aster, 
At th e co ron er’s inquest over the 
bodies ut C aptain Sylvester Doss and 
Miss M aria Tissin a verdict w as re n ­ 
dered th a t th e form er cam e to death 
from exh au stio n and the la tte r from 
inhaling sm oke, and nothing w as de­ 
veloped as to the origin, cause or re 
sponsihilitj for the disaster. 
C aptain 
Philipps testified that he could not 
account for th e origin of the fire, un ­ 
less an electric w re bad s ta rte d it. 
He sta ted th a t so far as he knew th ere 
were fbi lives lost. 
T he coro ner w as 
advised of oth er bodies tieing recov­ 
ered a t d istan ces from th is city, but 
none of th e m has been identified. 
S en sational reports have been cir­ 
culated ab ou t lur alleged qu arrel be­ 
tw een th e officers of the ste a m e r and 
the ro ustab ou ts, and the fire m ay have 
been of incendiary origin, bu t no ere 
dent** is given to these reports.

Leave to File Granted to the State of 
Washington. 
W ashington. April 22.— T he U nited 
BURNED 
States suprem e court 
has 
granted 
J leave to the S ta te of W ashington to 
file an original bill for an injunction 
against the G re a t N o rth ern Railroad 
company, th e N orthern Pacific 
Rail 
road com pany an d th e N orthern S e c u r­ 
ities company in acco rdance with th e 
petition of th a t s ta te recently filed in 
th** court. 
The opinion in tile case w as deliver 
ad by Chief Ju s tic e Fuller, who stated 
that tin* court had alw ays exercise*! 
th e utmost c a re in its proceedings in 
original cases an d that th e present de 
cistori to g ra n t leave to file was in 
tended to be entirely without prejudice 
to either party' at interest. 
The chief ju s tic e ’s opinion was very 
brief and consisted entirely of a r e ­ 
view of original cases of the sam e 
ch aracter w hich have been brought to 
the attention of th e court. 
T he tw o 
most im portant of the cases thus cited, 
were th** cases of the State* of Louis 
kina vs. tho S ta te of Texas, concerning 
th** quarantine regulatio ns of the la tte r 
stat*4, in w hich leave was given to ill**, 
and the Stat*4 of M innesota vs. th** 
Northern S ecu rities com pany, in which 
th*4 petition to tile w as denied. 
Referring to til** latter case he said 
th a t the petition had been refused I** 
caus of the insu p erab le objection that 
indispensable p a rtie s to tho cast* could 
not Iii- brought into tho court. 
T his 
objection did not 
however, confront 
th e court in th** p resen t case and th** 
court felt th a t be* a use of its desire to 
proceed with th o utm ost care and ti*1 
liberation in all cases w hore original 
actions are b ro u g h t in this court, th** 
precedent of th e Louisiana--Texas case 
should be followed ra th e r th an that of 
tho Minnesota cast* in tho present in 
stance. 
H ence leave to file would be 
granted and su bp oenas would Ie* Is 
sued returnable* on the first day of tin- 
next term of court in November.

Of the 145 people on the boat, 
Í when It burned, about half arc still 
missing, and no further hope for them 
is expected. The books and valuables 
of the boat, crew and passenger» are 
still in the ruins. The wreck is above 
water and still smoldering. 
Owing to 
the heated condition of the hull, the 
search tor those cremated within It 
has,, not been begun and very few of 
the bodies of those who are drowned 
have been recovered, owing to the 
swift current at the scene of the dis­ 
aster. 
At the coroners inquest over the 
bodies of Captain Sylvester Ik ms and 
Miss Maria Tissin a verdict was ren­ 
dered that the former came to death 
from exhaustion and the latter from 
inhaling smoke, and nothing was de­ 
veloped as to the origin, cause or re­ 
sponsibility for the disaster. 
Captain 
Philipps testified that he could not 
account fur the origin of the Aro, un­ 
less an electric w re had started It. 
He stated that so far as he knew there 
were f»« lives loat. 
The coroner was 
advised of other bodies being recov­ 
ered at distances from this city, but 
none of them has b*-en identified. 
Sensational reports have been cir­ 
culated about an alleged quarrel be­ 
tween the officers of the steamer and 
the roust a tout s. and the lire may have 
been of Incendiary origin, but no cre­ 
dence Is given to these reports. 
Many 
stories have been told by the aurvivors 
ol th* ir thrilling experiences in es­ 
caping from the burning deeka and 
aotne of them are of a most startling 
character. 
The victima were 
from 
points along the Ohio valley and they 
have left a trail of bereavement from 
Pittsburg to the Mississippi. 


Only Three Bodies Recovered. 


A careful estimate by thrum who 
were aboard the City of Pltttslmrg 
puts the loss of life at 63 as the lowest, 
and the opinion of some who have kept 
tab on the missing is that the list will 
approximate 100. 
There ia no mean» 
of obtaining the exact figures, as the 
.register of the passengers and the list 
of the crew were burned and Purser 
Scott and others rely on their memo 
ries in making the estimáis. 
Of this 
appalling death list only three bodies 
have been recovered and Identified up 
to a late hour 
The coroner's tnqne..t 
over these bodies developed nothing 
new. 
The insurance men and wreck 
era arrived from Cincinnati and it 
iq thought their 
investigation 
will 
bring out no more than has already 
toen disclosed. 
The telegraph office 
her© never did such a business before. 
Hundreds of messages have been re­ 
ceived and replies sent out. 
The in­ 
jured are doing well and are being 
well cared for. 
All who escaped from 
the burning boat without their ©fleets 
have been clothed and mad** corn 
fortabi# and most of them have de­ 
parted for their homes. 
No attempt 
to recover bodies has yet been mad© 
in **ith*f the wr©ck or the river.
